I EVENT # 00263 - IN SUMMARY, R/O'S RESPONDED TO SCENE OF EARLIER 10-1 CALL AT PORTILLOS RESTAURANT. , 

UPON ARRIVAL. R/O'S SPOKE WITH K SHAAR (VICTIM AND COMPLAINANT). WHO RELATED THAT HE WAS OFF DUTY CPDi 
AND HAD BEEN WORKING SECURITY AT THE RESTAURANT AND HAD INFORMED TERRENCE CLARKE(OFFENDER) 
SEVERAL TIMES THAT THE RESTAURANT WAS CLOSING AND THAT HE HAD TO LEAVE THE PREMISES. OFFENDER 
THEN BECAME BELLIGERENT AND TOLD VICTIM. " DO WHATEVER THE FUCK YOU HAVE TO DO, I'M NOT LEAVING." AT
